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CHAIRMAN WILSON REPORTS ON 
THE 7TH ANNUAL CIRCUS 


HE Seventh Annual Shrine Circus, 

sponsored by Aleppo Temple of Boston 
at the Boston Garden, is now history. Our 
1947 show, running thirteen performances 
during the six days starting Monday, 
October 13, set us a new record both for at- 
tendance and total receipts. 

The attendance exceeded even 1943, 
when there were fifteen performances in a 
nine-day engagement including two Sun- 
days! On Saturday, October 18, with three 
complete shows, no less than 24,683 tickets 
were presented! With two children under 
twelve cligible for admission on any Shrine 
ticket, at two of the three shows, the Sat- 
urday attendance undoubtedly exceeded 
30,000 persons! No such gathering of 
children, including a Saturday morning 
show, ever attended any cireus at any 
time, anywhere in Boston. Aleppo Temple 
made thousands of friends for many years 
fo come. 

Special efforts were made this year, not 
only to encourage greater attendance by 
the nobility, but especially to assure wider 
response to the invitations warmly ex- 
tended to disabled veterans, and to those 
in charge of institutions, organizations and 
groups interested in underprivileged and 
less fortunate children. We are deeply 
grateful to the hundreds of Nobles and the 
many business houses and publie indi- 
viduals who joined the “Daddies? Club” 
and thus made happiness possible to thou- 
sands of Shrine “guests” who will never 
forget the experience. We, of course, made 
no distinction of race, color or ereed. In an 
age of dangerous intolerance and a world of 
unsettled discontent, the Shrine, with its 
hospitals for all crippled children, and its 
cireus days for all underprivileged children, 
holds a proud place among those who not 
only teach, but practice, the Fatherhood of 
God and the Brotherhood of Man. And 
we believe that our Aleppo Circus, these 
past seven years, has made thousands of 
real friends throughout Metropolitan Bos- 
ton. We believe Boston is friendly to 
Aleppo. And we know that thousands of 
children, the citizens of tomorrow, are 
growing up with kindly thoughts of the 
men who wear the red fez — irrespective 
of creed. 

Those who joined the Daddies’ Club” 
are entitled to share the pleasure and satis- 
faction of knowing what they accom- 
plished. We, therefore, have listed at the 
close of this report, the names of some of 
the groups who accepted vour invitation 


and a few typical letters of grateful ac- 
knowledgment. We only wish every Noble 
could have experienced the thrill of seeing 
that enraptured sea of upturned faces of 
children watching aerial acts at one of 
Aleppo’s overflow afternoon performances! 
But the letters tell a story of their own. 

Robert Morton provided his usual out- 
standing type of circus, and presided as 
ringmaster in his own inimitable style. 
Noble Morton has no equal as a showman; 
for the seventh consecutive year he pre- 
sented an indoor circus comparable to any. 
And the advance promotion services of his 
Mr. Sonitz were splendid in method and 
result. 

The uniformed units of our Temple did 
much to add to the pagentry of four of our 
largest performances — turning out in full 
parade. Members of our Degree Staff 
covered every one of the thirteen shows for 
the sale of programs. And the Nobility of 
our great Temple, made the success of our 
annual cireus possible. Without such re- 
sponse in our ticket sales to members there 
could be no circus! 

Aleppo Temple also owes a real debt of 
gratitude to the Boston Post, which great 
daily newspaper co-sponsored our annual 
animal-naming contest incident to the 
cireus, and thus assured our 1947 produc- 
tion a generous publicity, day after day in 
its columns, which no paid advertising 
could possibly attain. Tt was a gracious 
and friendly act. And asa result, not hun- 
dreds, but thousands of New England 
school children, this vear, wrote to Aleppo 
Temple suggesting a name for the camel 
we have presented to the Zoo. Such pub- 
licity was obviously invaluable, The type 
of interest it awakened in the children is, 
perhaps, best exemplified by the following 
letter: 

“Lancaster, N. H. 
“October 13, 1947 
“Dear Nirs: 
“received your letter today and was glad 
to receive the tieket for the cireus. Iam 
terrible disapointed as I cannot go as my 
daddy is very ill with a cancer of the lung. 
Mamma is the only one working. So we 
haven't the money to go. Daddy has to 
go to Boston Hospital the 24th Oct. Tam 
returning the tiekets back. Please give 
them to a poor child who havent the 
money to go with. I would like to know 
there name and address so I would know 
some child injoy them. Thanking vou with 
all my love for the tiekets wish 1 could 
enjoy them. Thank again.

“I thought. a camel was amusement for the 
Public so I named it A-Mus-U.” 

Another letter came from little Marjorie 
Collins. She said: “My name is Marjorie 
Collins. I have been in bed 7 years. I 
cannot write very well as I am on my 
tummy all the time. My mother told me 
about the contest. T never saw a camel 
cept in pictures. I am nearly 12 years old. 
I think Camella would be a very nice name 
for a girl camel.” 

There there was the letter from Mrs. 
Bradley: “I’ve been asked by the three 
little girls whose names are on the enclosed 
paper to send the names they suggest for 
baby camel. — These little girls are at the 
Perkins Institute for the Blind in Water- 
town, They are not quite blind but can see 
very, very little. The one who can see the 
best wrote for herself and the others. I am 
sending the paper just as they gave it to 
me.” The paper was the large brown paper 
type of sheet used by children at the Insti- 
tute, with very heavy lines wide apart. 
With the children’s names, in childish 
pencil printed letters, poignantly enough, 
were these three suggestions, Bright Eves, 
Sparky, and Sleepy Eyes! 

And this really happened! The father 
of little Marian Hateh of South Boston 
walked from the City Hospital to the 
Shrine office at 97 Huntington Avenue one 
morning, to say, with tears in his eves, 
“You folks saved my little girl's life!’ This 
little girl of ten had been critically ill for 
days at the City Hospital with nobody 
able to rouse her spirits. One morning her 
parents gave her a letter which stated she 
had been sent two cireus tickets as one of 
the 203 prize winners in the Shrine’s camel 
naming contest. The child was so elated 
by the news that the doctor on his next 
visit urged her parents to diselose what 
they had told her to cause the marked turn 
for the better! Then we felt we should 
really do something. Anda basket went to 
her from S. 8. Pierce with the best wishes 
of vour Temple. This was her answer. “I 
received vour gift basket, and it made me 
the happiest girl in South Boston, L saw 
the nurse come in with a big, big package, 
but I never dreamed that it was for me. 
All the girls in my ward were dying for me 
to open it. And when I did I saw nuts, 
candy, jam, jelly, oranges and many other 
wonderful good things to eat. | wrote this 
little letter to show my thanks. And will 
never forget vour kindness. I will close 
now. And thank you from the bottom of 
my heart.

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NOBLE ALBERT A. SCHAEFER 
2ND CEREMONIAL 
MASTER DIES 


HE official line of Aleppo Temple was 

once again visited by the Black Camel 
on Thursday, Octoher 23, when Noble 
Albert Adam Schaefer suddenly passed 
away. 

Noble Schaefer, who became an officer 
of Aleppo when he was appointed 2nd 
Ceremonial Master last January by Illus- 
trious Potentate Justin A. Dunean, was for 
many years one of the most widely known 
and active Masons in Massachusetts. He 
held membership in Richard C. Mac- 
laurin Lodge, A. F. & A. M., and was a 
Charter Member of The Harvard Lodge, 
A. F. & A. M. of Cambridge where he 
served as Master during the year 1928. 
He was an Honorary Member of several 
Blue Lodges in this state. He was Master 
of the 7th Lodge of Instruction in 1930 
and Senior Grand Deacon of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts in 1931. He was 
a Past District Deputy Grand Master of 
the Boston 2nd Masonie Distriet and was 
Deputy Grand Master in 1934. 

In 1941-42-43 Most Worshipful Albert 
A. Schaefer held the highest office in 
Masonry in the state when he served as 
Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts. 

In September 1942, during his term as 
Grand Master he was elected an Honorary 
83rd Degree member of the Supreme 
Council. 

Noble Schaefer was for many years an 
active member in the Scottish Rite Bodies 
in the Valley of Boston, being a 32nd De- 
gree Mason in Massachusetts Consistory 
and was a Past Commander of St. Bernard 
Commandery Knights Templar of Boston. 

Mr. Schaefer was professor of law and 
government, Department of Business and 
engineering Administration at Massa- 

chusetts Institute of Technology. A na- 
tive of Middletown, Connecticut, he was 
educated at Phillips Exeter Academy and 
Harvard University. He began his law 
enveer in the offices of the District At- 


torney in Boston, later becoming a member 
of the firm of Ropes, Gray, Boyden and 
Perkins, specializing in trial cases, until 
he retired in 1935. He became a member 
of the M. I. T. staff in 1930 and a full pro- 
fessor in 1940. 

During World War I Noble Schaefer was 
appointed by President Wilson to serve as 
Director of Enforcement for the New Eng- 
land Fuel Administration under the late 
James J. Storrow. 

He leaves his widow, Ethel, of Boston; a 
brother Charles and a sister, Elizabeth, of 
Middletown, Connecticut. 

Most Worshipful Schaefer’s passing is a 
great loss to Masonry and one that will be 
felt throughout the nation, especially by 
his multitude of friends in Greater Boston.

SPEAKER AT NOVEMBER SHRINE 
LUNCHEON 


HE final Shrine Luncheon of Aleppo 

Temple for the current year will be 
held at the Statler Hotel, Tuesday, No- 
vember 25. 

The guest speaker at this final luncheon 
will be the internationally known news- 
paper columnist Bill Cunningham, who 
will have an interesting subject. touching 
on his recent trip through Europe and the 
British Isles. 

Brother Cunningham, who writes a 
daily column carried by many of the out- 
standing papers of the country, including 
the Boston Herald, is well known for his 
sincere and straight-forward treatment of 
subjects of public concern. 

Mr. Cunningham grew up in Dallas, 
Texas, where his people figured promi- 
nently in the Texas war for Independence. 
He attended Terrell School of Dallas, 
where he was Captain of the football team, 
edited the school magazine, was President 
of his class and in his spare time walked off 
with all the scholastic honors, including 
the gold medal for effort. At Dartmouth 
his fame as a football player was legendary, 
but at the same time he excelled at scholar- 
ship. 

After a year and a half of college he en- 
listed in the First World War and saw 
more than two vears’ service in France. At 
the end of the war he was acting Battery 
Commander in the Artillery. ` 

After France he returned to college and 
took every English course offered, winning 
the Emerson medal for the best piece of 
original prose, written by a Dartmouth 
undergraduate. He was graduated in 1921 ; 
won a Rhodes Scholarship, but turned it 
down, since he was anxious, as he puts it, 
“to get going.” 

He studied musie from boyhood, became 
a very fine musician, in fact, was one of 
the finest pipe organists in Texas. While 
at Dartmouth, he was manager and pianist 
al the local movie theatre. 

His first newspaper job was on the 
Dallas Morning News, the paper which had 
printed his letters sent home from France. 
During those carly years, he fought the 
Ku Klux Klan and any other organization 
or person who interfered with the liberty of 
his country. That crusading spirit is one 
of his chief characteristics. 

His coverage of a New Year’s Day foot- 
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ball game in 1922 resulted in his affiliation 
with the Boston Post where he stayed for 
nineteen years as a sportswriter of sur- 
passing ability. He traveled extensively, 
covering among other things, the various 
Olympic Games. 

In March, 1941, he became a columnist 
for the Boston Herald, from which paper 
his work is syndicated nationwide and 
quoted everywhere that papers are read. 
His articles have appeared in many 
magazines. 

Last year he traveled thousands of miles 
to discover what people everywhere were 
feeling and thinking. His car is both per- 
ceptive and sensitive and attuned to the 
pulse beats of our nation. Completely 
fearless in his battles for accuracy, he is a 
champion of liberty and the American way 
of life. Anyone who has ever heard him 
speak knows that he adds information to 
oratory and conviction to truth. 

In 1945 he covered post-VE Day Europe; 
in 1946 he attended the Paris Peace Con- 
ference; and in 1947 travelled all through 
the British Isles.

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1948 IMPERIAL SESSION TO 
RETURN TO ATLANTIC CITY 


Alt Atlantic City hailed the recent. 

announcement by Imperial Potentate 
Karl Rex Hammers that the 1948 Imperial 
Council Session will be held in that well 
known resort again next June. 

All Atlantic City means Mayar Joseph 
Altman, members of the City Commission, 
hotelmen, the Chamber of Commerce, 
businessmen and just plain citizens, all of 
whom recalled the Shriners’ 1947 visit as 
“one of the finest. gatherings ever enter- 
tained.” 

Both official and unofficial Atlantic Cit y 
expressed keen gratification over the news 
that the resort had’ been selected for the 
second successive year — a precedent shat- 
tering action on the part. of the Imperial 
Council. The Shriners also held their con- 
claves at this seashore haven in 1927 and 
1933. 

Mayor Joseph Altman was first. to hail 
the decision. He said: “It is one of the 
finest tributes ever paid Atlantic City hos- 
pitality. I feel also that it is a tribute to 
those who so capably managed the recent 
session.” 

He pledged that he and his administra- 
tion would again do its utmost. to serve and 
entertain the Nobles and their guests when 
they gather at the shore in 1948. 

The Director General of the 1947 Con- 
vention, former Congressman, Walter S. 
Jeffries, Past Potentate of Crescent 
Temple, who played a major part in stag- 
ing all four Imperial Council Sessions at 
Atlantic City, lauded the eit v, local news- 
papers and radio stations for their part in 
the success of this year’s gathering and 
then said: 

“The 1948 Session will be bigger and 
hetter in every way. We have much longer 
to prepare for it and we have profited by 
experience.” He said he was already plan- 
ning for the convention and would call 
upon virtually the same assistants.
